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PURE RESEARCH 
America ’s la g in science rea lly reflects 
two grea t deficiencies. We do no t ha v e 
eno ugh scientists a nd engineers. And tho se 
we ha v e ca n’t spend eno ugh time o n ba sic 
resea rch into unkno wn rea lms. 
Ba sic resea rch is the quest fo r funda ­ 
menta l disco v eries which ca n o pen bro a d 
new pa thwa y s fo r technica l a dv a ncement 
a nd huma n betterment. It ca n be ca rried 
o n in the la bo ra to ries o f go v ernment a nd 
industry . But it is best co nducted in the 
a tmo sphere o f dedica ted free inquiry which 
prev a ils in o ur co lleges a nd univ ersities. 
In the la st deca de o r so , this v ita l press­ 
ing fo rwa rd o f scientific fro ntiers ha s been 
sev erely ha ndica pped. Mo ney fro m priv a te 
so urces to feed such resea rch ha s a lmo st 
dried up a s hea v y ta x es sto pped build-up 
o f new fo rtunes. 
The burden o f supply ing new funds ha s 
fa llen o n go v ernment a nd industry , a s the 
o nly plentiful so urces rema ining. 
But go v ernment a nd industry ha v e been 
chiefly co ncerned with pro mo ting scientific 
disco v eries which wo uld ha v e mo re o r less 
immedia te a pplica tio n 
to 
their specific 
pro blems. So go v ernment gra nts usua lly 
ha v e been tied to defense, a nd industry ’s 
to new o r impro v ed pro ducts. 
Influenced by this trend, perha ps per­ 
sua ded tha t a imless fishing in the scientific 
unkno wn is wa steful use o f mo ney , ma ny 
indiv idua l America ns ha v e a lso restricted 


man scientists whereas we should have stolen 
them when we had a chance. Another says that 
it is all due to the Rosenb ergs and Dr. Klaus 
Fuchs and other spies. Another says that it was 
b ecause the Democrats were in office and that 
they were soft on Communists and still another 
says that Eisenhower is President and he is soft 
on Communists. Some educators say that we turn 
out too few scientists and engineers and other 
educators say that too few students have their 
minds disciplined b y Latin, Greek and the great 
philosophers. 
You can take your pick of a hundred explana­ 
tions, 
alib is, 
sure-curcs, 
proposals, 
plans 
and 
elixirs and you will b e as correct as you will b e 
wrong. Actually, there is no reason why the Rus­ 
sians should not have come up with Sputnik first. 
No nation has a monopoly of b rains, intelligence, 
curiosity, or devotion to great causes. We have 
confused our devotion to a high standard of indi­ 
vidual living with an assum ption that clothes 
m aketh the man. A sloppy-looking Einstein, in 
b aggy trousers, b lack cardigan, yellow shoes and 
unkempt hair, could b e a tremendous intellect. 
His mind was given to him b y God, the Divine In­ 
telligence; his clothes he b ought in a store. 
We have also perm itted ourselves to b elieve 
that the possession of money can b o equated as 
evidence of the possession of intelligence. The 
two are unrelated. Men possess w ealth b ecause of 
financial ab ility, skill, inheritance, cupidity, dis­ 
honesty, corruption, parsimony, luck. Intelligence 
is a product of knowledge, intuition, imagination, 
discipline. Some rich men are intelligent; some 
are fools except that they know a particular trick 
very much as a dog or a monkey can b e taught 
a trick. Of course, the easiest way to come into 
possession of a fortune is to m arry a rich girl, 
b ut that may require charm , not intellect. 
The American view that the only incentive for 
creative work is to accum ulate more money can 
no ’ongor.b e sustained as a universal law. Soviet 
Russia has estab lished b y evidence that men will 
do the same type of work that Americans do for 
m onetary rewards, for no b etter reason than that 
that is their work. In a word, the m anagerial class 
in Soviet Russia, while amply rewarded, cannot 
accum ulate private w ealth as our m anagerial per­ 
sonnel do here, b ut they show the same initiative, 
the same inventive power, the same capacity for 
work. 
It is not only necessary to make this point, b ut 
to understand its significance. Sputnik represents 
a kind of trium ph b ut it is not as much a trium ph 
of science as it is a trium ph of m anagem ent in 
industry. It is this that should b e startling to us; 
not that Sputnik orb ited and encircled the earth 
b ut that Sputnik could b e made without the in­ 
centives of private industry. 
It is that that we have up to now b elieved to 
b e impossib le. But we cannot deny Sputnik. By 
every pragm atic test, Sputnik has estab lished it­ 
self and it has also estab lished the fact that what 
we call slave lab or can produce as well as free 
lab or, that what we call Socialism can produce 
as well as what we call capitalism can. And that 
b eing so, we need to search carefully to discover 
the essential difference b etween our way of life 
and the Soviet way of life to restate and confirm 
our preference. 
Essentially that difference is personal lib erty. 
If that is correct then we have to ask w hether 
personal lib erty is a virtue and if it is, is it a 
virtue worth preserving. And if it is a virtue 
j worth preserving, then it m ust b e preserved ab -

Go o d Po sture Ha bit Sho uld 


Be Fo rmed During Yo uth

"The school doctor’s report on my daughter 
says that she has a poor posture. 
Please let me 
know- w hat causes this and what can b e done for 
it,” writes Mrs. M. 
Aside from the fact that poor posture m ars 
the appearance, it can also result in slowing circu­ 
lation of b lood and interfere with the feeling of 
good health.* Since poor posture usually lasts into 
adult life, the b est time to attend to it is during 
youth. 
Fortunately those who design pub lic seating 
are recognizing more fully the im portance of com­ 
fortab le seating which helps to b uild or m aintain 
good sitting posture. 
Proper standing, however, 
is entirely up to the individual. 
There are three b asic postures: standing, sit­ 
ting and lying. 
Good standing position does not 
necessarily mean the position of attention required 
on the parade ground. 
LONG-CONTINUED 
standing 
at 
attention 
slows the b lood circulation and too much b lood 
gathers in the lower extrem ities. This explains the 
tainting which sometimes happens to m ilitary men 
held at attention for long periods. 
However, 
sometimes the sun is also at fault. 
Ordinarily, when a person stands for some 
time he should shift the weight from one foot to 
another and from the heel to the toes. 
When 
the b ody is allowed to m ake such shifts one b e­ 
comes less tired and the muscles less tense. The 
b ody should b e held erect w ith the knees and feet 
directed straight ahead. 
The ab domen should b e 
held fiat b ut not tense. 
The ab dominal muscles 
can b e trained to do this without conscious 
thinking. 
In sitting, the shape or height of the chair or 
seat is im portant. 
The trunk and head should 
b e held straight ab ove the seat or tilted a little 
forward. 
The height of the chair from the floor 
ought to correspond to the distance of the legs 
from the knee to the heel. The b ack of the chair 
should b e straight b ut com fortab le fitting. Com­ 
fort cannot b e ignored. 
Too low’ and too soft seals tend to cause poor 
sitting postures. 
Since we are not all b uilt alike, 
adjustab ility of seats is desirab le when possib le, 
particularly in school. 
MUCH OF OCR TMK is spent lying in b ed. 
Many m attresses are softer than they should b e. 
This results in too much relaxation of some mus­ 
cles and tenseness of others. In fact, some b ack­ 
aches are produced b y too soft b eds. 
When this 
occurs, innerspring m attresses may have to b e 
eliminated. 
If a b od has too much sag, a piece of ply b oard 
can b e placed under the m attress. 
There is alfio 
a trend today toward greater use of "firm” m at­ 
tresses. 
Good posture is easier to acquire if proper ex­ 
ercise is ob tained. 
Exercise increases the supply 
of air 10 the lungs and improves the circulation. 
Naturally it must b e adjusted to the age and eon- 
dtion of the individual. 
But it is almost cer- 
tainly a factor in posture, particularly among the 
young.

that the Russians were going to 
shoot a rocket at the moon. 
Secretary 
Dulles 
guffawed, 
b ut he diplom atically ducked b e­ 
ing draw n into speculation on 
tha t sub ject. 
B ut other questions shot at 
the secretary indicated that his 
job has changed right out from 
under him since the Russians 
launched their intercontinental 
m issilt and launched their satel­ 
lites into outer space. 
It is no longer sufficient for a 
secretary of state to b e a great 
international lawyer. He rpust 
now b e an interspace lawyer, 
even b efore there is an estab ­ 
lished 
code 
of 
interplanetary 
law. 


“ IS T H E R E any U. S. opinion 
as to who owns outer space?" 
the secretary was asked—seri­ 
ously. 
He replied that the United 
S tates had proposed a study 
group on tha t sub ject at the 
United 
Nations 
disarm am ent 
talks in London last summer. 
But the Russians had turned it 
down. 
W hat was actually proposed 
was that the m ajor powers co- 


operate in estab lishing a new 
technical com m ittee. Its assign­ 
m ent would b e the design of an 
inspection system to assure that 
ob jects sent through outer space 
would b e used exclusively for 
peaceful and scientific purposes. 
Nob ody can say definitely that 
the satellites which the Russians 
have launched in outer space so 
far 
have 
b een 
for 
anything 
other than scientific purposes. 
The Russians are, of course, 
using them for cold w ar propa­ 
ganda. But it will b e pretty 
hard, if not impossib le, to design 
a 
disarm am ent 
agreem ent 
to 
prevent that. 
Secretary Dulles w ent on to 
point out tha t when the U nited 
S tates launched some high-altl- 
tude b alloons several years ago, 
for w eather 
research 
at 
the 
edge of outer space, the Rus­ 
sians complained tha t 
they vio­ 
lated Soviet te rritory. 
T H E U N IT E D STA TES m ain­ 
tained that these b alloons didn’t 
interfere with the sovereignty 
of any country. But the Russians 
took a contrary view. 
Now the Russian views have 
apparently changed. 
For their 
satellites are soaring over every 
nation’s sovereign territory, 500 
to 1,000 miles out. 
Every nation owns everything 
under its territory, down to the 
center of the earth. But nob ody 
knows how far up the sover­ 
e ign ty of any country extends. 
So 
n o w , as Secretary Dulles 
olwerved, it’s going to b e neces­ 
sary to estab lish some n e w law. 
At the end of his press con­ 
ference, Secretary Dulles b roke 
down 
and 
adm itted 
that 
his 
present 
D epartm ent 
of 
State 


had plenty of prob lems to deal 
with, without getting mixed up 
in science. 
But the truth is that his for­ 
eign service experts are going to 
have to b ecome more and more 
scientific as times and the Ship 
of S tate sail—no, soar, on into 
outer space.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 
18 -W hat 
is “the law of the land’’ today 
with respect to the right of lab or 
unions or corporations to contrib ­ 
ute funds to elect candidates in a 
political campaign? 
A Federal Grand Jury in Detroit 
a few days ago acquitted the lab or 
union known as the United Auto­ 
mob ile Workers of America, which 
had b een under criminal indict­ 
ment for two years on a charge of 
violating the statutes that b ar b oth 
lab or unions and corporations from 
contrib uting to election campaigns. 
The verdict tended to confirm the 
union’s plea that the money put up 
for television speeches b y certain 
political candidates in Michigan 
was simply a use for “educational 
was simply a use for ‘‘education­ 
al’’ purposes and a means of in­ 
forming the union memb ership on 
current questions. 
But the constitutionality of the 
law itself wasn’t passed upon. A 
jury doesn’t have to give its rea­ 
sons. nor is its pronouncement a 
conclusive means of construing the 
meaning or scope of any law. 
Question Asked 
So now efforts are b eing made, 
notab ly b y Sen. Charles E. Potter, 
of Michigan, Repub lican, to find 
out from the Department of Jus­ 
tice just what the score is. FirSt, 
is there an immunity now to b oth 
corporations and lab or unions, and 
may they contrib ute funds to cam ­ 
paigns just as individual citizens 
do? Second, is the law itself con­ 
stitutional, and what can b e done 
to clarify its status? 
Ob viously, 
another 
suit, 
this 
time a civil proceeding, will have 
to b e b rought in which the validity 
of the law could b e questioned. The 
Supreme 
Court 
of 
the 
United 
States will have to pass on the is­ 
sue finally, and there is little that 
Congress can do in the mean time. 
For the existing law is explicit and 
undertakes to prohib it contrib utions 
of money or anything of value 
when offered b y or solicited from 
any lab or organization or corpora­ 
tion or b usiness. 
But is the present law con­ 
stitutional? 
C ertainly the First 
Amendment to the Constitution 
forb ids Congress to pass any law 
that ab ridges the "freedom of 
speech’’ or the "freedom of as- 
poscs a new danger so serious semb ly" of any citizen. 
If the

Corporate

officers or executives of corpora­ 
tions. 
To the extent that the 
lab or unions or the corporations 
arc paying the salaries of the 
"volunteer" w orkers on political 
com mittees, the question can b e 
raised as to w hether in tha t way 
contrib utions 
to 
the 
political 
campaign are b eing made b y 
either the unions of the corpor­ 
ations themselves. 
Basically, the right of a citi­ 
zen to express his political b e­ 
liefs and to furtiish a contrib u­ 
tion to a political com m ittee to 
help spread his b eliefs is not 
questioned, though Congress has 
undertaken to lim it the maxi-i 
mum contrib ution that an indi-J 
vidual can m ake to particular*" 
com mittees or in b ehalf of Con­ 
gressional candidates. \ But there 
has b een no constitutional way 
found to prevent a citizen frorr^ 
spending his money in a cam* 
paign when he does it w ithout 
getting the authorization of 
a 
candidate. 
C ertainly the candi­ 
date himself might ob ject, b ut 
the citizen cannot b e prevented 
from exercising his civil rights 
in any political cause. 
The real question is w hether, 
when citizens b and themselves 
together as lab or organizations 
or corporations, they can b e pro­ 
hib ited 
from 
contrib uting 
or 
their contrib utions can b e re­ 
stricted. But the courts will have 
difficulty with that point if it is 
unrelated, of course, to circum ­ 
stances i n v o l v i n g corruption. 
Thus, if one group of citizens can 
b and them selves together in a 
political com m ittee and spend 
funds to help elect a candidate 
in an election campaign, cer­ 
tainly another group which hap­ 
pens to he called a “lab or union" 
or a "corporation” can hardly he 
b arred from exercising the same 
privilege. For all citizens are en­ 
titled to the "equal protection 
of the laws" without discrim in­ 
ation. 
The situation points to the 
eventual declaration b y the Su­ 
preme Court 
that 
b oth 
lab or 
unions 
and 
corporations 
may 
contrib ute funds to campaigns, 
though in the case of the la tte r 
the Congress could refuse to al­ 
low deductions of such items for 
tax purposes. This might lead to 
demands for legislation to pro­ 
vide that lab or unions also l» e 
taxed on the excess of their re­ 
ceipts over their expenditures. It 
is a sub jject of far-reaching im­ 
plications. and today there isn’t 
any clarity ab out "the law.of the 
land" as to campaign contrib u­ 
tions b y either unions or corpor­ 
ations.

gained by the west fro m the arms 
shipment was delivery o f supplies

Egypt made similar deliveries to 
its No rth African neighbo r. 
He declared there were “abso ­ 
lutely no guarantees” that Egypt 
wo uld no t make further arm s de­ 
liveries.

Pineau added, public o pinio n in 
France wo uld react “very stro ng­ 
ly.”

than at the beginning.”

Harriman said it was ”a tragic

TOKYO 
Japaq is emb ark­ 
ing on a new campaign to recover 
the U. S, fortress island of Oki­ 
nawa, possib ly fearing Okinawans 
will come to like the Americans 
too well. 
Many Americans here b elieve 
the latest Japanese effort is spur­ 
red 
b y 
apprehension 
that 
Oki­ 
nawa's strong emotional ties with 
Japan will fade. 
Then, perhaps 40 years hence, 
when the United States releases 
the island it b ought in b lood late 
in World War II, the Okinawans 
may not want to return to Japa­ 
nese rule. 
There is some sub stance to this 
view. 
Until 
only recently, 
Oki­ 
nawans maintained a solid front 
against the United States' acq uir­ 
ing more land for its network of 
land and air b ases. 
Now the village of Henoko has 
signed a contract permitting the 
United States to b uild the Marine 
b ase of Camp Schwab . With the 
contract has come a flood of pros­ 
perity to the villagers ,that threat­ 
ens to sweep away old patterns 
—and perhaps old attachments. 
The village of Kin now wants 
a similar agreement to convert 
temporary Camp Hansen in to,a 
permanent estab lishment. 
The same pattern could unfold 
elsewhere on Okinawa and in the 
Ryukyu chain. All this could well 
b e in the b ack of the minds of 
a five-man parliamentary delega­ 
tion that left Tokyo last week for 
Washington. 
The delegation is due Wednes­ 
day for talks with U. S. Senators 
and representatives. It is headed 
b y 
Fusataro 
Fuchigama, 
vice 
chairman of the ruling Lib eral 
Democratic Party's special com­ 
mittee on Okinawa, an outspken 
advocate of regaining the island. 
Americans here b elieve the del­ 
egates at a minimum hope to win 
support for Japanese educational 
or administrative rights on Oki­ 
nawa—b efore it is too late for 
Japan.

p oints are rep orting to the center 
on each disp lay . All are not able 
to see the lights on a given night 
because clouds may obscure the 
skies in some areas. 
Sp rague said that desp ite the 
sightings scientists still do not con­ 
sider that they hav e conclusiv e 
p roof that each disp lay is contin­ 
uous. 
Sp rague is acting director of the 
Cornell center in the absence of 
Director Karl W. Gartlin, who is 
on an insp ection tour of auroral 
p osts in Antarctica. 
The center is one of three in the 
northern hemisp here. The p thers 
are at Edinboro, Scotland, and 
Moscow.
